No. 22011/7/86-Esit(D).—The undersigned is directed 
to say that instructions have been issued by this_ Depart¬ 
ment from time to time laying down the principles for 
determining seniority of persons appoi ited to services and 
posts under the Central Government. For facility of 
reference, the important orders on the subject have been 
consolidated in this Office Mcmorajndum. The number and 
date of the orginal communication has been quoted so that 
the users may refer to it to under tand fully the context in 
which the order in question was issued. 

SENIORITY OF DIRECT RECRUITS AND PROMOTEES 
MHA OM No. g/ll/S-t-RPS dt. 22-12-59 

2.1 The relative seniority nf all direct recruits is deter¬ 
mined by the order of merit in which they are selected for 
such appointment on the rrcomR'iendat’’ons of the' U.P.S.C. 
or other selecting authority, pe'sons apnointed as a result 
of an earlier selection being senior to those appointed as a 
result of subsequent selection. 

2.2 Where promotions are made on the basis of selec¬ 
tion by a D.P.C,, the seniority of such p'otnotees shall be 
in the order in which they are, recemmended for such pro-? 
motion by the Committee. Where nromotions . are made on 
the basis of seniority, subject to the reiection of the unfit, 
the seniority of persons considered fit for promo¬ 
tion at. the'same time: shall be the seme as the relative 
seniority in the lowej- grade from which they are promoted. 
Where, however, a psrson is considered as unfi for promo¬ 
tion and is superseded by a iuBior such persons shall not 
if he ts subsequently found suitable and nromot"d, take 
seniority in the higher grade over the junio" persons who 
had superseded him. 

2.3 Wiiere j^rsons recruited or promoted isitially on a 
temporary basis are confirmed subsenuen ly in an order 
diffe'ent from the order of merit indicaVd at 'he time of 
their appoin'ment, seniority shall follow the order of con¬ 
firmation and not the orginal order of merit. 

2:4.1 The relative seniority of direct recruits and of 
promotees shall be determined according to the "otation of 
vacancies between direct recruits and promotees which shall 
be based on the quota of vacancies reserved for direct 
recruitment and promotion respectively in the Recniitraent 
Rules.

2.4.2 If adequate number of direct recruits do not become 
available in any particular year, rotation of quotas for the 
purpose of determining seniority would take place only 
to.the extent of the available direct recrui.s and the pro¬ 
motees. In other words, to the extent direct reervtits are not 
available the promotees will be bunched together at the 
bottom of the seniority list below the last position up:o 
which it is possible to determine seniority, on the basis 
of rotation of quotas with reference to the actual number 
of direct recruits who become available. The unfilled direct 
recruitment quota vacancies would however, be carried 
forward and added to the corresponding direct reciui ment 
vacancies of the next year (and to subsequent years where 
necessary) for taking action for direct recruitment for the 
total number according to the usual practice. Thereafter 
in that year while seniority will be determined f^tween 
direct recruits and promotees, to the extent of the number 
of vacancies for direct recruits and promotees as deter¬ 
mined according to the quota for that year, the additional 
direct recruits selected against the carried forward vacancies 
of the previous, year would be placed en-bloc below the last 
promotee (or direct recruit as the case may be), in the 
seniority list based on the rotation of vacancies for that 


year. The same principle holds good for determima; 
seniority in the event of carry forward, if any, of direc 
recruitment or promotion quota vacancies (as the case tnaj 
be) in the subsequent year. 

ILLUSTRATION : Where the Recruitment Rules provid* 
50% of the vacancies of a grade to be filled by promotiot 
and the remaining 50% by direct recruitment, assioni 
ing there are ten vacancies in the grade arising in eadi oJ 
the years 1986 and 1987 and that two vacancies inteadec 
for direct recruitment remain unfilled during 1986 and thej 
could be filled during 1987, the seniority posiUon of fht 
promotees and direct recruits of these two years wiM be 
as under

2.4.3 In order to help the appointing au'horities in 
determining the number of vacancies to be filled during a 
year under each of the methods of recruiiment prescribed, 
a Vacancy Register giving a running account of the vacae- 
cies arising and being filled from year to year may be 
maintained in the proforma enclosed at the end. 

2.4.4 With a view to curbing any tendency of u«der 
reporUng/suppressing the vacancies to be notified to ite 
concerned authorities for direct recruitment, it is clarified 
that promotees will be treated as regular only to the extent 
to which direct recruitment vacancies are reported to the 
recruiting authorities on the basis of the quotas preserSted 
in the relevant recruitment rules. Excess promotees, if any, 
exceeding the share failure to the promotion quota based 
on the corresponding figure, notified for direct recniitaae«t 
would be treated only as ad-hoc promotees. 

SENIORITY OF TRANSFEREES 
MHA OM NO. 9/11/55-RPS dt. 22-12-1959 

3-1 TTie relative seniority of persons appointed by 
transfer to a Central service from the subordinate offices 
of the Central Government or other departments of t*e 
Central or a State Government shall be determined in ac- 
cordance with the order of their selection for such traaatfar. 

3.2 Where such transfers are effected against »e«ifc 
quota prescribed jn the Recruitment Rules, the reJatire 
semonty of such transferees vis^-vis direct recruits or 
promotees shall be determined according to the rotation of 
vacancies "which shall^ be based on the quota reserved for 
transier, direct recruitment and promotion respectively in 
the Recruitment Rules. Where the vacancies in any quota 
or quotas are carried forward, the principles stated in para

4.1 In the ease of such ex-T.B. or ex^PIcHiisy ex-Leprosy 
pmtientsi, as have been declared non-infective and medically 
fit for Government service, on rc-employment in the same 
posts from which they weia discharged the actual p'evious 
service rendered by them should be counted for seniori'y. 
The seniority of such persons re-employed in other posts w'ill 
be fixed in consultation with the Department of Personnel 
and Training.

4.2.3 Where the reduction is for a specific period and 
is to operate to postpone future increments, the seniority 
of the Government servant on repromotion may, unless 
the terms of the order of punishment provide otherwise, be 
fixed by giving credit fo'" the period of service rendered by 
him in the higher service, grade or post or higher fiine- 
scale.

4.3.1 The surplus employees are not entitled for benefit 
of the past service rendered in the previous organisation for 
the purpose of their seniority in the new organisation. Such 
employees are to be treated as fresh entrants in the matter 
of their seniority, promotions etc. 

4.3.2 When two or more surplus employees of a parti¬ 
cular grade in an office are selected on different dates for 
absorption in a grade in another office, their int^-se 
seniority in the latter office will be same as in their previous 
office provided that— 

(i) no direct recruit has been selected for appointment 
to that grade in between these dates; and 

(it) if there are no fixed quotas for direct recruitpaent 
and promotion to the grade in question in the new 
office and no promotee has been approved for 
appointment to that grade in between these dates. 

4.3.3 When two or more su-plus employees of a particular 
grade in an office are simultaneously selected for r‘'d>'ploy- 
ment in another office in a grade, their inter-se seniority in 
the particular grade, on redeployment in the later office, 
would be the same as it was in their previous office. 

4.3.4 The above o.rders v/otiid not be anplicable in res¬ 
pect of jt-ersonncl who are appointed on the recommenda¬ 
tions of the U.P.S.C. to pos's/scvices recruitment lo wh'ch 
is made through the Comrnission. Seniority of surplus offi¬ 
cers appointed on the recommendations of the Commission 
will be decided on merits in consultation with -the Com¬ 
mission. 

5, It is requested that these instructions may be brought 
to the notice of ah administrative authorities for information 
guidance and compliance.

4. The Committee will devise its own procedures to regu¬ 
late its wonting and for the eflective uiscuaige or its func¬ 
tions. Ine Coiumiitee will meet as often as deemed necessary 
and could also set up sub-coniniittees to examine and re¬ 
port to it on specific issues and maKe suitable recommenda¬ 
tions from time to time. 

5. No remuneration will be paid to the Members of the 
Committee. However, expenditure on Travelling Allowance 
and Dearness Allowance of non-ofiicial members incurred in 
connecuon witn the work of the Committee will be met from 
the budget of tne Ministry and regulated in accordance with 
tne relevant rules. For this purpose, members will be treated 
as Grade I officers of the Government of India. Travelling 
Allowance, Dearness Allowance of official members will be 
met from tlie budget of the respective department/institution 
in which they may be serving.
